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To provide for a possibility of further consideration of the application the examination suggests 
that the applicant should submit the materials, documents, data, related to the questions raised, the 
opinion with respect to the remarks, notes. and proposals contained in the Advisory Office Action.

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QUESTIONS, ARGUMENTS, REMARKS, PROPOSALS 

As a result of conducting a substantive examination of the materials of the application 
according to the applicant's petition, the following was established. 
A muscle development device is proposed. 

The proposal of the applicant was considered in the full scope of the applied invention 
claims for the date of requested convention priority of 13.06.2003, according to the first 
application No. 2003-169267, filed with the Patent Office of Japan. 

The applied invention when checking lis patentability according to item 19.5 of the 
Rules of Preparing, Filing And Considering An Application For Issuance Of A Patent For 
Invention in the functioning wording (hereinafter - the Rules) is considered in full volume, 
determined by a combination of features included by the applicant into the invention claims. 

According to the results of the search conducted in patent and scientific technological 
literature it was established that the closest analogue of the applied proposal for independent 
claims 1, 2 is a muscle development device, comprising a hollow tight fitting band having a 
tube therein, and fastening means keeping a length of the tight fitting band in a loop having a 
desired size, the muscle development device being used to develop muscles of a limb while 
restricting blood flow therethrough by means of applying, with said tight fitting band being 
rest on muscles of a predetermined compressed range of said limb and said tight fitting band 
being fastened with said fastening means to have a desired size, a predetermined pressure to 
said limb around which said tight fitting band is wrapped, the pressure being produced by 
introducing air to said tube, said tight fitting band having a Hmiter plate therein } the 
limiter plate limiting the direction towards which said tube is allowed to inflate as said tube is 
filled with air, to against the muscles as determined with said tight fitting band being rest on 
the muscles (see JP No. 10-085361, A 63B 23/00, 1998). 

The proposed muscle development device of independent claim 1 is different from the 
known one in that, the limiter plate bempi adapted to flexibly move in a curve by means of 
grooves provided in the surface thereof against said tube in a direction not parallel to the 
lengthwise direction of said tight fitting band at a predetermined distance along the length of 
said tight fitting band for providing an application of a uniform pressure to each part of the 
Hrnb, subject to pressure. 

As a result of analysis of the known state of the art it was established thai known is a 
technical solution in which for providing an application of uniform pressure to each part of 
the limb subjected to pressure, a limiter plate being adapted to flexibly move in a curve by 
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means of grooves provided in the surface thereof against said tube in a direction not parallel 
to the lengthwise direction of said light fitting band at a predetermined distance from each 
other along the length of said tight fitting baud (sec JP No. 1 1-299749, A 61B 5/022, 1 999). 

It should be noted that the feature relating to the location of grooves against the lube 
is not essential for reaclnng a technical result of flic invention because the uniformity of 
application of pressure to each section of the hmh subjected to pressure is also provided 
when locating the groves at the side opposite to the tube. 

Thus die invention claimed in the first independent claim cannot be granted a legal 
protection in • connection with the fact that it does not correspond to the condition of 
patentability of "Inventive step", envisaged by item 1 article 4 of the Patent Law in the 
functioning wording (hereinafter - the Law), as (he invention is obvious for the one skilled in 
the art from the state of the art. 

A proposed muscles development device of independent claim 2 is different from the 
known by that the limiler plate consists of a series of segmented components joined to each 
other along the length of said tight fitting band, i.e. in the direction of the limb envelopment 
providing for a possibility of a free bent of said limiter plate. 

However a technical solution is known in which for providing a possibility of a free 
bent on the limb, the plate consists of a series ol segmented components, joined to each odicr 
along the length of said tight fitting band (see patent US No. 1658381 , A 44C 5/02, 1 928). 

Thus, the invention claimed in the second independent claim cannot be granted a legal 
protection in connection with the feet that it does not correspond to the condition of 
patentability of "Inventive step", envisaged by item 1 article 4 of the Patent Law, as the 
invention is obvious for the one skilled in the art from the state of the art. 

In accordance with item 19.5.4 (1) of the Rules the applicant is proposed to express an 
opinion about expediency of further consideration of the application submitting, in case of 
confirmation of such expediency, of corrected invention claims. 

When correcting the claims the applicant should bear in mind that features of 
dependent claims 3, 4 are known from US No. J 658381 .
